Y the Ships the Angel Michael and the 
Hope, that are put into St. Ubes, we 
learn, That the 5 Dutch Men of War (of 
which Captain Roemer Vlak was Comma- 
dore,) that went Convoy with the Fleet 
of Merchant Men from hence, were attack’d on 
the2ift ac 11 in the Morning by 5 French Men of 
War of 60 and 70 Guns; In the beginning of the 
Engagement Captain Vlak’s Main-Maft was thot 
by the Board , and the Mizen-Maft of Captain 
Bore! ; the Fight lafted 2 Days and a half, during 
which the Merchant Ships fhifted for themfelves ; 
Count Wallenftein the Imperial Ambaffador, who 
wason board the Commadore, a little before the 
Action began went off in a Boat and got into a Mer- 
chant Ship. The biggeft of the French Men of War, 
and another, were very much fhatter’d. Our King 
has prohibited Commerce with France and Spain ; 
purfuant to which a’ French Ship coming from Spain’ 
up the River was order’d to deparr. A French Ship 
bound for the Weft-Indies, taken by a Zealand Pri- 

vateer, was brought in hither on the 25th.

From the Danube, June 2. Some Regiments of 
Bavarians were order'd to march towards Paffau,but 
on advice of the Defeat of Count Maffei at Crot- 
tenfee the Elector has countermanded them ; and 
has given Order for 30000 Men,among which 10000 
are French, to rendezvous on the 7th inftant at In- 
golftad, where moft of them are already arriv’d. On 
the 29th U/t, a Train of Artillery, and 50 Waggons. 
loaded with Bombs, ‘Carcaffes, Bullets,&¢. were fent 
from Munich to Ingolftad. 

Swabia, June 3. The Blegtor of Bavaria has taken 
out of the Magazines of Ulm 20 Field-pieces and 
30000 Cannon Balls, and fent them down the Da- 
nube’ ~The Town. of Ebimgen has agreed to pay the 
French*toooo Gulders Contributions. They have 
demanded 9000 of Balingen, and 15000 of Hochin- 
gen, which is more than thofe Places can raife. The 
Army of the Count de Stirum is broke up from 
Nurtlingen and march’d towards Rietlingen. Yefter- 
_ day the Marthal de Villars enter'd Ulm, being fa- 
luted with a triple difcharge of all the Artillery on 
the Walls, and having view’d the Fortifications re- 
turn’'d to his Army, 

Heylbron, June 4.. When the Army under the Mar- 
hal de Villars broke up from Ehingen to march to-

The French have their Head Quarters at 
St. Gervais Lens, their Left near Tourine,their Right 
at Breff and Avennes, on the Mehaigne. 30 Men of 
éach Bartallion and 10 of each Squadron, are em- 
ploy’d in laying 80 Bridges over the Yerne, 40 on 
the Left and 40 of the Right, which will be ready 
to night.
